New Delhi before opening letter of credit. Import 
shaU be made after the connected contracts have 
been stamped by the Department of Electronics as 
an evidence of such registration. ^ 

(24) In case of immanufactured ivory, import shall be 
subject to the regulations of convention on Inter¬ 
national Trade in Endangered species of Wild Fauna 
and Flora (CITES). Import shall be permitted 
only on inspection by the Regional Deputy Director, 
Wild Life Preservation, Department of Environ¬ 
ment. 

(25) In case of greases and lubricating. oils import can 

be made upto Rs. 10,000 provided Indian Oil 
Cojporation, Marketing Division, Bombay has 

issued no objection certificate. 

(26) In respect of certain items mentioned in Appendix 
6, List 8, Part I, of Import & Export Policy 
1985-88, Vol. I, the names of specific industries, 
have been mentioned for these items, only the 
Actual Users (Industrial) engaged in the respec¬ 
tive industries wUl be eligible to import under 
O.G.L.

S.O. 153 (E);—In exercise of the powers conferred by

ORDER NO. 52(85—88 

- OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO. 18|86 

S.O. 168(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 3 of the Imports & feports (Control) Act, 1947' (18 of 
1947) the Central Government hereby gives ’general per¬ 
mission to im 5 )ort into India from any country, except the 
Union of South Africa/South West Africa, Capital Goods, 
raw materials, conlponeats, consumables and spares by Actu^ 
Users Gndustrial) under the facilities available to non-resi¬ 
dent Indians in the Import and Expert Policy for 1985—88 
(Vol. I), subject to the following conditions :— 

(1) The eligible importers shall be non-resident Indians 
(which includes non-resident Indians who have 
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acquired foreign nationality, and jpersons of Indian 
origin residing abroad. 

r 

(2) Such eligible person shall return to India for 
permanent settieioent, for setting up an industry in 
India, including investment for expansion, diversi¬ 
fication or modernisation of and existing industry 
or setting up* a service industry. 

« 

(3) At the tin® of clearance of goods through Cus¬ 
toms, the importer shall produce satisfactory evi¬ 
dence to establish his eligibility under (1) and (2) 
above. 

(4) Eligible persons can - import machinery and con¬ 
nected raw materials, components, consumables and 
spares under this licence, subject to ‘Actual Useri 
condition, purchased out of the importer’s foreign 
exchange earnings and resources abroad, with n® 
remittance froni India, for use in an enterprise in 
India, subject to the conditions stipulated. The im- 
^rted machinery and other materials shall be used 
in the industry being ^t up by the importer in 
India or for use m the industry in India in which 

. the importer will be investing in accordance with 
the policy in forte. At the time of clearance 
through Customs, the importer shall furnish a de¬ 
claration that :— 

(a) The imported machinery and other materials has 
been purchased out of importers earnings/re- 
sources abroad, and does not involve any renut- 
tance from India; and 

(b) Within three months of the date of clearance 
from the Customs, the importer shall inform 
about the import of the machinery and other mate¬ 
rials, in question, to the Director of Industries 
of the State in which the machinery shall be used. 
However, in the case of electronic items, the 
intimation should be sent to the Department of 
Electronics, Lok Nayak Bhavan, New Delhi, with 
a copy to the concerned Director of Industries. 

(5) Import of generating sets, computer system, office 
equipment, prototypes and restricted Capital Goods 
in Appcndix-1 Part-A of Import and Export Policy, 
1985-88 (Vcl. I) and second hand (used) Capital 
Goods except those covered by App. 1 Part-B of 
Import and Export Policy 1985-88 ('Volume 1) 
shall not be allowed under this licence. 

(6.1) There will be no upper limit for import of Capital 
Goods meant for electronic industries nsauufacturing 
one or snore of the following subject to industrial 
licensing regulations:— 

_ (i) Electronic components (other than LSI, VLSI); 

(ii) Electron^ mstraments; 

(iii) Tape recorders; 

(iv) Two-in-Ones; 

(v) Hi Fi eqrapment; 

(vi) Electronic teaching aids; 

(vii) Industrial and process control systems; 

(viii) Major subsystems, radar, navigational aides and 
communication equipment; and 

(ix) Electronic medical equipment. 

(6.2) In respect of units manufacturing radars, naviga¬ 
tional aides communication equipment, a specific 
prior aproval of the Department of Etectronics, 
Lok Nayak Bhavap, New Delhi shall be necessary 
before taking up manufacture; 

(6.3) Manufaclure of computers shall not be allowed, 
under this provision; 


(6.4) ITie eligible importer will be allowed to import 
any Capital Goods necessary for the .jnanufacture 
of the items and equipment mentioned in condi¬ 
tion No. (6.1) above. No dearance fremj indi¬ 
genous angle would be required for impoit; 

(6.5) For industries Ested in (6.1) above, impoit of 
raw materials, components, consumables, and spares, 
will also be allowed under this licence, to meet 
on^ the first 12 nsonths requirements of the indus¬ 
trial unit. Items appearing in Appendix 2 and 5 
will not be allowed under O.GX. Items appear¬ 
ing in Appendix 3 of Import-Export Policy 
1985-88 (Volume 1) shall requiie prior clearance of 
the Department Electronics, New Delhi, in case 
the value exceeds Rs. 5 lakhs and such clearance 
shall be produced to the customs authority at the 
time of import. Imported materials shall be used 
in the same unit for which the machinery under 
this licence is imported. 

(7) In the case of industries other than those mention¬ 
ed in .sub-para (6.1) above, the value of machinery 
imported shkll not exceed _ Rs. 20 lakhs (landed 
cost) and the unit in which imported machinery 
shall be used wiE not have a total capital invest¬ 
ment in plant and machinery of a value more than 
the upper limit fixed for small scale industries. 

(8) Persons eEgible to import machinery under sub¬ 
para (7) of this licence, can also import raw mate¬ 
rials, components, consumables and spares for 
meeting their first 12 months reqniiement under 
this licence, subject to a maximum of Rs. 5 lakhs 
(cif) in value. Items appearing in Appendices 2 and 
5 will not be allowed under O.G.L. For items 
appearing in Appendix 3 of the Import and Export 
Policy, 1985-88 (Vol. I), prior clearance from 
DGTD, New Delhi, or the Deptt. of Electronics, 
New Delhi, as the case may be, shall be obtained 
and produced to customs authority at the time of 
import. Imported material shall be used in the 
same unit for which the machinery under this li¬ 
cence is impohed. 

(9) The Canital Goods imported shall be of new manu¬ 
facture; if they are second-hand or reconditioned 
items, their Import will be permitted only if the 
machinery is not more than seven years old and its 
remaining life is not less than five years, and the 
importer shall produce to the customs authority 
at the lime of clearance, a certificate from a pro¬ 
fessional independent Chartered Engineer/any equi¬ 
valent institute in the country from which import is 
made indicating : 

(a) Name of manufacturer of the plant and machinery; 

(b) Year of manufacture; 

(c) Present condition of the plant and machinery and 
its expected residual life; 

(d) The CIF value of equivalent Capital Goods, if 
purchased new; 

(e) Nature of reconditioning/repairs done, _ if any, 
and the date(s) on which those were carried out; 
and 

(f) Oninion regarding the price asked for by the sup¬ 
pliers and the basis for much opinion. 

(10) Neither the canital investment nor dividends shall 
be allowed to be repatriated abroad. 

(11) Import shall be subject to ‘Actual User’ condition. 
No permission for sale of Canital Goods shall be 
allowed for a period of five years ; 

(12) The Industrial unit concerned will be reouired to 
obtain indnstrial licence or registration with the 
DGTD, New Delhi or State Director of Industries or 
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other authorities coEcemed, in accordance' with the 
policy and the' procedures in force in this regard 
within a period of 12 months from the date of 
import of first con.signmcnt of Capital Goods under 
this licence. 

(13) The eligible importers shall abide by the foreign 
estchaoge regulations and obtain necessary permis¬ 
sion of the Re.setve Bank of India to retain foreign 
currency balances abroad as required under the rules 

, in force. 

(14) The goods so imported have not been produced or 
manufactured in the Union of South Africa/South 
West Africa. 

(15) Such goods are shipped on through consignment to 
India on before 31st March of the licensing year 
or on the dates DKntioned below, without any grace 
period whatsoever; 

(a) On or before 5()th Tune of the following licensing 
year in the case of raw-materials components 
and consumables for which irrevocables letters of 
credit are opened and established on or before 
the last date of February of the licensing year. 

(b) On or before 31st March of the following licens¬ 
ing year in the case of Capital Goods and spares 


where a firm contract has been entered into and 
registered with a foreign exchange dealer (bank)^ 
on or before the last date of February of the 
licensing year. 

(16) Nothing in this! Licence shall affect the appBcatioa 
to any ©iods, of any other prohibition or regulation 
affecting the import thereof, in force at the time 
when such goods are imported. 

(17) The licence does not confer any immunity, exemp¬ 
tion or relaxation at any tinss freun an obligation 
or compliance with any requirement to which the 
Actual Users (Industrial) or the import^ may be 
subject to under other laws or regulations. The 
importers! should comply with the provision of all 
other laws applicable to them. 

Note : For the purposes of this Order, references to “the 
licensing year”, and “the following licensing year”, 
where appears in this Order shaU have the same 
meaning as mentioned in Import and Export PoRcy 
(Volume I) for 1985-88.
